subsection 4, as amended by 2008 Iowa Acts chapter18

1187, section 33, as amended by 2009 Iowa Acts, chapter19

182, section 33, is amended by adding the following new20

paragraph:21

NEW PARAGRAPH. i. Pay-for-performance payments22

shall not be made under this subsection until such23

time as sufficient funding is available to implement24

the subsection, as determined by the director of the25

department of human services.26

Sec. ___. NURSING FACILITY REIMBURSEMENT AND27

PAYMENT PROCEDURES. Notwithstanding the administrative28

rule changes made by the department of human services29

pursuant to executive order number 19 issued October30

8, 2009, relating to nursing facility payment31

procedures, the department shall reinstitute or32

adopt administrative rules to provide for all of the33

following:34

1. For purposes of computation of administrative,35

environmental, and property expenses, for nonstate36

owned nursing facilities, patient days shall be37

inpatient days as determined by 441 IAC 81.6(7), or38

85 percent of the licensed capacity of the facility,39

whichever is greater.40

2. For purposes of calculation of the capital41

cost per diem instant relief add-on pursuant to 44142

IAC 81.6(16)(h)(9) the total patient days shall be43

determined using the most current submitted financial44

and statistical report or using the estimated total45

patient days as reported in the request for the add-on.46

For purposes of calculating the add-on, total patient47

days shall be the greater of the estimated annual total48

patient days or 85 percent of the facility’s estimated49

licensed capacity.50
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3. For purposes of reconciliation of the capital1

cost per diem instant relief add-on pursuant to 4412

IAC 81.6(16)(h)(12), for purposes of recalculating3

the capital cost per diem instant relief add-on,4

total patient days shall be based on the greater of5

the number of actual patient days during the period6

in which the add-on was paid or 85 percent of the7

facility’s actual licensed bed capacity during the8

period in which the add-on was paid.9

4. For purposes of periods authorized for payment10

pursuant to 441 IAC 81.10(4), a facility shall hold11

or reserve a bed for periods the resident is absent12

overnight for purposes of hospitalization or prescribed13

therapeutic leave, not to exceed 18 calendar days in14

any calendar year for prescribed therapeutic leave and15

not to exceed 10 days in any calendar month due to16

hospitalization. Beginning December 1, 2009, payment17

shall not be authorized for reserve or bed hold days18

and the facility shall no longer count nonpaid reserve19

or bed hold days in calculating inpatient days for20

payment at new rates. A medical assistance program21

payment to the facility shall not be initiated while a22

resident is on reserve bed days due to hospitalization23

unless the person was residing in the facility as a24

private pay resident prior to the hospitalization and25

returns to the facility as a medical assistance program26

recipient resident.27

Sec. ___. DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN28

SERVICES. Notwithstanding any provision to the29

contrary and subject to the availability of funds,30

there is appropriated from the quality assurance31

trust fund created pursuant to section 249L.4, to32

the department of human services for the fiscal year33

beginning July 1, 2009, and ending June 30, 2010, no34

more than the following amount or so much thereof as is35

necessary to supplement the appropriations made for the36

following designated purposes:37

To supplement the appropriation made for medical38

assistance in 2009 Iowa Acts, chapter 182, section 9,39

to be used for nursing facility reimbursement under40

the medical assistance program, in accordance with41

2009 Iowa Acts, chapter 182, section 32, subsection 1,42

paragraph “a”, and this division of this Act, and to43

institute the administrative rules changes as directed44

in this division of this Act:45

The department shall determine the amount of the47

5 percent reduction that can be restored, up to 248

percent, within the amount of funds available in the49

trust fund during the fiscal period specified, and50
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shall adjust rates accordingly.1

Sec. ___. CONTINGENT IMPLEMENTATION ——2

NOTIFICATION.3

1. Implementation of this division of this Act4

is contingent upon the department of human services5

receiving approval of the waivers and the medical6

assistance state plan amendment by the centers for7

Medicare and Medicaid services of the United States8

department of health and human services relating to9

the quality assurance assessment created in chapter10

249L. The department of human services shall notify11

the chairpersons and ranking members of the joint12

appropriations subcommittee on health and human13

services, the legislative services agency, and14

the legislative caucus staffs upon receipt of such15

approval.16

2. The costs associated with implementation of17

this Act shall be funded exclusively through moneys18

appropriated from the quality assurance trust fund,19

and shall result in budget neutrality to the general20

fund of the state for the fiscal year beginning July 1,21

2009, and ending June 30, 2010.>22
